som e m edson ’t ’lll cure ’im .” 
“ Y o u B h e tu p , or I ’ll give it to y o u ,” 
waB th e driver s reply. 
W ith a broad grin, th e negro repeated, 
“ Boss, if y ou’ll stop lick in ’ 'im , I ’ve 
got som e m edson ’t ’ll cure ’im .” 
As th e team a w ere accum ulating above 
and below, and as th e crow d w as rap id ly 
augm enting, and tw o or th ree policem en 
w ere try in g to clear th e street, and as th e 
driver saw th a t his w hip did no good, he 
cried o u t : 
“ H ere, you nigger, w h at is your m edi­ 
cine ?” 
“ I w ant to talk to th e little fo o l; I w ant 
to w hisper to ’im .” 
W ith a nine jointed oath th e driver con­ 
signed th e black m an to th e infernal re­ 
gions ; b u t th e negro persisted. 
“ L ook-a-heah, bosB, I w as born am ong 
th e m ules, and bro u g h t up am ong th e 
m ules, and I know alt about m ules.” 
“ W ell, try yer m edicine, q u ick .” 
T he negro p u t his cheek against th e 
m ule’s nose, and began w ith bis hand to pat 
his neck, rub his ears, and rep eat in a low, 
soft voice : 
“ I’oor fellow ! 
poor fellow ! 
poor fel­ 
low !” 
A fter a few m om ents th e negro said : 
“ N ow , boss, if y o u 'll tech up> t'o th e r 
one, th is one’ll go, I reck o n .” 
T he d river touched th e o th er m ule, w hich 
had been w illing to go all th e tim e—not 
anxious, b u t rath e r w illin g ; and w hen th e 
one started , and th e negro said to his m ule, 
in a pleasant, coaxing voice, “ Come, old 
feller, d o n 't be a foo lin ',"o ff he w ent, leap­ 
ing and tearin g up th e hill as h a rd as he 
could go. 
I looked around upon th e crow d and 
saw scarcely a face th a t did n o t show dis­ 
appointm ent. 
T hey ev idently felt th a t 
th ey had been cheated o u t of a feast. 
T hey w ere eager to have th e poor creature 
beaten and to rtu re d into subm ission. 
T his w as th e sp irit in w hich d ru n k ard s 
w ere treated u n til th e W ashingtonian days. 
T hey w ere solem nly assured 
th a t the 
d ru n k a rd ’s grave w as th e ouly place on 
earth for them , and th a t th e gates of heaven 
w ere sh u t against them . 
A few d ru n k ard s iu B altim ore, in th eir 
despair, looked up to God. 
In H is love 
H e p itied aud helped them . 
H e taugh* 
them th a t love w as all sufficient. 
T he 
good w ork 
began. 
B rotherly love tr i­ 
um phed everyw here. 
N o m ore scowls, no 
m ore curses for the d ru n k ard ; b u t ev ery ­ 
w here m en w ent dow n to him in his d a rk ­ 
ness and w eakness, p u t th e arm s of th eir 
fraternal love about him and led him up 
into t ee light. 
In a b itte r sp irit we cursed th e rum -sel- 
ler u n til th e w om en of Ohio, tilled w ith 
th e C hristian sp irit, w ent about praying 
w ith th e rum -sellers. 
T h at w onderful 
m ovem ent know n as th e “ W om an’s C ru­ 
sad e,” w ill never be fully com prehended. 
T he results, in th e w ay of closing rum 
shops, w ere astonishing, and w hat is more 
im p o itan t, un d er th e “ cru sad e,” th e deal­ 
ers stopped w illingly, a r d th en heartily co­ 
operated w ith th e w om en in th e ir good 
w ork.

In ascending the 
steps to the scaffold, which he did w ith a 
firm and iegnlar step, he shook hands w ith 
and bade good-by to several acquaintances. 
A fter arriving on the scaffold he was offered 
a seat, which he declined, and, turning, ad­ 
dressed the assemblage w ith a few words, con­ 
fessing his guilt and asking pardon and for­ 
giveness of all, and said he forgave all. 
H is limbs were then pinioned, the 
rope 
adjusted, a white cap drawn over his head, 
and ltev.

A steam boat passenger not finding hiB 
handkerchief readily, som ew hat suspici­ 
ously inqu ired of au Irishm an w ho stood 
beside him , if he had seen it, and in sin u ­ 
ated a charge of th eft ; b u t a (terw ard find­ 
ing th e said 
article in his h at, began to 
apologize. 
“ O h ,” said 
l’at, 
“ d o n ’t be 
after saying an o th er single w ord ; it was a 
m ere m istake, and on b oth sides, too. Y on 
took m e for a thief, and I took you for a 
jin tlem an .” 
“ I engaged,” said a burly law yer, “ a 
chaise at G alw ay to co nduct m e som e few 
m iles in to tb i country, and h ad proceeded 
som e distance, w hen it cam e to a sud d en 
sta n d still at th e beginning of a ra th e r stsep 
incline, an d th e coachm an leaped to th e 
ground, cam e to th e door an d opened it. 
“ W h a t are you a t m an ? 
W h a t are yon 
at, m an : 
T his íb n ot w here I ordered you 
to stop. H as th e anim al jib b ed ?” “ W h ist, 
y er honor, w h is t! ” Baid P ad d y in an u n ­ 
dertone. 
“ I ’m only desaving th e sly 
baste. 
I ’ll jist bang th e d o o r; and th e 
crafty ould c ra tu r w ill th in k h e ’s in tirely 
got rid of y er hon o r’s splendid form , and 
he’ll be a t th e top of th e hill in no tim e." 
T he follow ing arc a few instances of those 
am using 
blunders, 
pro v erb ially term ed 
“ b u lls.” 
O a th e edge of a sm all riv er in th e co u n ty 
of C avan, in Irelan d , th ere is— or used to 
b e—a stone w ith th e follow ing inscription 
cu t upon it, no d o u b t in ten d ed for th e in ­ 
form ation of stran g ers trav elin g th a t w ay : 
“ N . B .—W h en th is stone is o u t of sig h t 
it is n ot safe to ford the riv er," 
B ut th e above is alm ost if n o t q u ite s u r­ 
passed by th e fam ous post erected a few 
y ears since by th e surveyors of th e K en t 
roads, in E ngland : 
“ T his is th e b rid le­ 
p ath to Faversham . 
If you can ’t read th is, 
you had b e tte r keep to th e m ain ro a d .” 
In a deb ate w hich took place in th e Irish 
H ouse of Com m ons in 1795, on th e L eather 
T ax, :.he C hancellor of th e E xchequer, ISir 
Jo h n P lu n k e tt, observed, w ith g reat em ­ 
phasis : 
“ T h a t in th e prosecution of th e 
p resen t w ar every m an ought to give his 
last guinea to p ro tect th e rem ain d er.” M r. 
V andaleur said : 
“ H ow ever th a t m ight 
be, th e ta x on leath er w ould be severely 
felt by th e b a re-fo rt;d p easan try of Ire ­ 
land. ’ To w hich Sir B. Iioche replied th a t 
“ tbiB couH be easily rem edied by m aking 
th e u n d er leath ers of w ood.” 
T he follow ing is from th e la tte r portion 
of an extrem ely affectionate p o ttic epistle, 
addressed to an Irish m aiden : 


I’m yours to com m and, both 
in weej in* and 
la u g h te r; 
I m aw ake all th e night, th a t of you I may 
dhram e ; 
I’d hang m eself now, if you’d m arry me afth er ; 
A nd though 1 may change, I ’ll be ever th e same. 
A D ublin advertisem ent inform s us th a t 
an Irish doctor has tak en a house in Liffey 
street, w here th e deaf m ay h ear of him a t 
all hours ; b u t as his blind p atien ts see him 
every day from 10 till 4, th ey m uet com e 
at som e o th er tim e. 
A n d th e follow ing 
bill w as once presented l.y a farrier to a 
trad esm an in th e to w n :

order to find Irishm en, C atholics as well 
as P ro testan te, w ho have ad m in istrativ e 
capacity, autl to em ploy them ; b u t w h at 
encouragem ent do we receive ? 
A n Iris h ­ 
m an and a C atholic lat ly, as C hairm an of 
an im p o rtan t com m ittee, proved th a t he was 
a m an of great ta c t am i ju d g m en t— I m ean 
M r. 0 S haughnessy, th e late m em ber for 
Lim erick. T he Irish G overnm ent a t a great 
crisis availed them stlveB of his services as 
C hairm an of a d e p a itm ental com m ittee, 
and found th a t his ad m in istrativ e powers 
w ere very considerable.

A BROAD POLICY FOR THE NATIONAL 
GUARD. 
It is a good suggestion on the part of 
Adjutant-!leneral Cosby that a combined 
effort be made to have the present heavy 
guns in use by the National Guard of the 
several Stxtes replaced by light gnne, such 
as the Lowell or the Gatling. The pieces 
now in use necessitate heavy horses at 
large cost, and as a consequence the militia­ 
men are seldom drilled in the use of the 
guns. The light artillery arm of the ser­ 
vice should be as well drilled aB the infant 
ry, certainly. General Cosby might well 
advise a modilication also of the dress uni­ 
form of the National Guard. 
It is ill 
adapted to the climatic conditions of the 
valleys, at least. 
These considerations lead us naturaily to 
the thought that a liberal policy should be 
inaugurated for the whole organized militia 
system. In case of war it íb certain that 
we must rely upon the volunteers of the 
country. The militia in its organized ca­ 
pacity, if kept up to a high standard, will 
always furnish a nucleus for a grand army, 
that will respond to the national call on a 
few hours notice. The country should he 
in accord with the words of I’resident 
Arthur in his late message, when he 
urges that Congress enact into law broad 
measures to encourage the militia organiza­ 
tions of the nation, 
There has been a vast deal of twaddle 
about holiday soldiers and street parade 
militia. 
It is 
considered 
extremely 
“ funny,’ and is taken asan evidence of 
wit and caustic rhetoric, to come up to the 
Lzgislat are and abuse the soldiers of the 
State whose victories are won on gory 
Fourths of July. It is deemed a special 
evidence of economy and watchfulness 
over 
the 
treasury 
and 
the 
inter­ 
ests of “ the dear people, 1 by leg­ 
islators to cut down the militia appro­ 
priations and starve the National Guard. 
Washington and Jefferson entertained very 
different views. 
They never ceased to 
urge upon the people the necessity of a well- 
disciplined nniitia as a safeguard of re­ 
publican institutions. 
The organized militia of this State con­ 
sists of men from counter, bench and shop. 
In the vast majority of cases they are poor 
men, and possessed of little property. All 
they have in the world is the daily wages 
they earn, and possibly humble homes. 
These men enter the companies of the Na­ 
tional Guard not for glory or renown. Far 
from it. The love for military discipline, 
and the desire tj cultivate the military 
taste and some little pride in soldierly 
bearing and display, are probably actuat­ 
ing forces. But whatever the motive, 
these men give their time to the State. 
They meet weekly, and engage in severe 
drills. They pay from their own pocket 
the larger part of the cost of company 
maintenance. They expend their money 
in the necessaries that company organiza 
tion renders essential. They give up their 
evenings to attend to militia affairs. They 
abandon their wages to do honor to city, 
town and State in street parades and in 
celebrations. They are, under the call of 
the State, liable to be taken from their 
laily vocations to serve the common­ 
wealth at a mere pittance per month—not 
sufficient to pay the monthly rent of the 
Nor sea tho most of 
them occupy, 
t'lvey engage in annual encampments 


at 
heavy 
personal 
loss 
to 
per­ 
fect themselves in military art. 
They 
are liable to call to suppress riots, aid the 
civil authorities in the maintenance of law 
and older and the enforcement of the de­ 
crees of the Courts, and to protect prop­ 
erty in which they have no personal inter­ 
est. To them is committed the care of the 
arms of defense belonging tD the State ; to 
them the people look for the first acts of 
defense when rude assault is made upon the 
State by foreign enemy or domestic foes. 
There is scarcely a State in the Union 
where the importance of the National 
Guard íb not more deeply realized than 
here. W ith us it exists in a miserably 
starved condition, and the wonder is that 
it is maintained at all, since the officers 
and men are required to put their hands in 
their pockets and tax themselves to sup­ 
port it. Here, so meager have been the 
appropriations that the annual State en­ 
campments have been abandoned, to the 
great discouragement of the Guard, while 
New York has enlarged her syttsm, estab­ 
lished a State camp, and bo arranged that 
all the companies of the State, without any 
cost, can enter It for instruction at any 
time during an entire month of each year. 
This State should not only be more liberal 
in its support of the militia system, but 
should see to it that the burden of its sup­ 
port does not fall upon the guardsmen. 
They should be paid for their time spent 
in annual encampments, and every dollar 
they pay out for clothiDg and other neces­ 
saries in the service of the State should be 
returned to them. They Bhould be fur­ 
nished armories and comfortable quarters 
at State expense, and not, as now, be 
driven to annual begging in order to pro­ 
vide necessary drill halls. They Bhould 
receive 
from 
the General Govern­ 
ment the 
new 
arms 
that General 
Cosby 
asks 
for, and 
they 
Bhould 
be afforded by the State full opportunity, 
without personal cost, to become perfect in 
their use. In every State the teething 
period of infancy has made itself manifest 
in snarls at the militia, hut as States grow 
older they abandon petulant ways, and 
with broad hh-rality encourage the 
militia arm of the Government and cherish 
it quite as tenderly as any other part of 
the State system. This is especially true 
of New York, Pennsylvania, Tennessee, 
Louisiana, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, Mary­ 
land, and Massachusetts, and should be 
the policy of California. 
We need an enlarged and perfected citi­ 
zen soldiery, to the end that within the 
people shall exist, and from without the 
people shall come when necessity demands, 
a force against which nothing can stand, 
and to the end that the world may learn, 
and know for fact, that we have at com­ 
mand a patriotic reserve force, in the form 
of a civilian army, that is not only resist­ 
less, hut which fmds its strength in the fact 
that it is skilled in the arts of peace. 


A NOVEL IDEA IN OREGON. 
In Oregon circulars are being sent to all 
parts of the State soliciting names to a pe­ 
tition to be presented to the Legislature 
asking that body at its next session “ to 
enact laws requiring initruetion in physi­ 
ology and hygiene, which shall give special 
prominence to the effects of alcoholic 
drinks, stimulants and narcotics upon the 
human system, in all schools supported by 
public money or under State control." The 
Oregonian giveB the proposition itssuppoit, 
and 8 ays it is a practical “ method of work­ 
ing against the evils produced by liquor 
drinking.” So far as the instruction is con­ 
cerned, it can do the pupils no harm. We 
favor the broadest possible course of study 
consistent with the capacity of the pupils, 
their physical ability and thorough learn­ 
ing. 
Oar Oakland contemporary, the 
Tima, pronounces against nearly all stud­ 
ies in the common schools except the three 
K's, and in that respect is as much of an 
extremist as the man who insists upon at­ 
taching to the school course instruction in 
mechanic arts, telegraphy, printing, pho­ 
nography, drawing, etc. The happy mean 
is that which gives the pupil the fullest 
possible and most varied possible instruc­ 
tion consistent with his capacity to receive 
aud digest. But here is a proposition in 
Oregon that suggests teaching a branch 
of study with a view to prominence of one 
portion of it, and necessarily to the neglect 
of thorough teaching and oomprehension 
of the complete scheme of the study. The 
suggestion is fortified by an appeal to the 
sentiment against intemperance. That 
is 
well enough, 
but 
we 
venture 
to 
say 
that 
it 
has 
never yet 
been established that Bpeciai knowl­ 
edge of the action of alcoholic stimulants 
has made any perceptible inroad upon the 
habits of drinking. As a matter of fact 
the most inveterate t pplers are those who 
know precisely the physical effects of their 
intemperance, and can accurately describe 
the action induced in every part of the 
system by the introduction into the blood 
of a stimulant. Physiological specialists 
are about as st ;ady drinkers as the men 
who arc wholly ignorant of the internal 
economy of the body and of physiological 
details. Sa, we say. that as a matte for 
fact there is uo warrant for the assumption 
that physiological studies will tend to 
check the growth of intemperance. We 
have very much more faith in the appeals 
to reason, in the instruction of the heart, 
in the protest of decency, in the examples 
of daily life, in the precepts of sobriety 
and the authority of home. Precisely the 
same may be said regarding special studies 
regarding the effects of the tobacco habit. 
The reasons advanced by the Oregon peti­ 
tioners would apply equally well to the 
opium habit, the coffee and tea habit and 
to a still more dangerous but nameless 
habit of youth. In short, we cannot enter 
the field at all and find a stopping place. 
But if we could, we repeat that the pro­ 
motion of sobriety must be a separata 
work and attach itself to the school system 
only so far as it naturally relates itself. 
Celt ainly no one will object to the virtues of 
temperance bring taught and the horrors 
of intemperance being pictured in the 
schools, if it can be done without reducing 
the time necessary to be bestowed upon 
fundamental studies. There is danger of 
overloading the common school curriculum 
with special Btudies and special sentiments, 
and of overweighting teachers with special 
missions. Let the children pursue physio­ 
logical studies with a view to general in­ 
formation of the entire subject, and let the 
maxims and words of wisdom from the 
teachers' lips be of the most radical tem­ 
perance character if it pleases any com­ 
munity to so order, but we submit that 
there is nothing in the past to justify the 
inference that the special teaching pro­ 


posed will materially check the alcohol 
habit. It needs more radical treatment by 
far. It is simple folly to teach a child in 
the school-room that “ wine Is a mocker 
and strong drink is raging,” if at home the 
brandy bottle is convenient to his lips, and 
the teacher who proses to him gives the 
lie to his teaching by his practice. No 
virtue will flow from physical study of the 
inflamed condition of the inner coat of the 
stomach in the moderate drinker, the tip­ 
pler, the drunkard and the sot, if the legis­ 
lators, School Directors, officials, pastors 
and parents confuse the child’s judgment 
by the inconsistency of their habit with 
their dictation of the study he shall pur­ 
sue. We have no faith whatever in all 
these plans of prevention, so long as the 
human appetito is assailed by temptation 
on every hand in ita most seductive forms.

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THE FIERY SUNSETS AGAIN. 
Norman Lockyer’s theory regarding the 
sunsets of fire and the abnormal rosy red 
of sunrise for the past month or more has 
been freely published. He holds that they 
are due to the atmosphere being sur­ 
charged with volcanic pumiee-dust from 
the great eruptions in Java. We have 
already expressed the belief that it is more 
reasonable to attribute the peculiar rosy 
phenomenon to the passage of the earth 
through a vast meteoric belt, or an atmos­ 
phere of meteoric atoms or dust. Some 
days ago we were at pains to set forth in 
detail the reasonableness of this theory, 
which is that indulged in by eminent as­ 
tronomers and meteorologists. It is not to 
be denied that Mr. Lockyer’s opinion is 
entitled to great weight. His judgment 
constitutes a high authority aud must 
command respect. Still, we think the 
improbabilities it assumes to be realities, 
greater than the evolution of the truth de­ 
mands. For instance, to hold that vol­ 
canic dust is spread over so vast a space as 
the entire North American continent and 
half of South America, aud eastward to 
the shores of England and westward to 
the China seas and India, calls for a mar­ 
velous stretch of credulity to believe that 
so great a territory can be so heavily 
charged from a single distant source. 
Again, if it is vulcanic dust, it is palpable, 
and should lessen in density, fall through 
the air and soon disappear ; but the fiery 
sunset glows grew more and more 
brilliant for some days and continued for 
a period disproportioned to probability. 
Again, three days after the Java eruption, 
the discolored suns as seen later in India, 
were noticed in Brazil, thousands of 
miles away, and it is not conceivable that 
the dust could have been thrown out so as 
to float that distance in that time, for if so it 
must have moved at greater speed than is 
known to the hurricane or cyclone. I’ro- 
feseor Helmholtz, at Berlin, claims to have 
measured the medium through which the 
sun’s rays pass and produce the effects 
noted, and finds it-to henear theouter limit 
of our atmospheie, or forty miles above 
the earth, which is an improbable hight 
for volcanic matter to attain. Again, 
the Java eruption took 
place late 
in August, and according to Mr. Lockyer 
we must believe that the dust output of 
the craters still lingers in the air in Janu­ 
ary, although it must be of matter heavier 
than the earth's atmosphere. 
Bat, as 
Michie .Smith has stated, there is a still 
stronger fact that militates against the 
Lockyer theory, and that is that in 1S31 
similar phenomena were observed ; but 
there were at that time, and had not been 
for a long time, any great volcanic erup­ 
tions. It is not at all likely that any de­ 
monstration can be made of the actual 
causes of the fiery sunsets of 1SS3, and 
they will therefore continue to be shrouded 
in sufficient mystery to excite the wonder 
and fear of the superstitious, the admira­ 
tion of the artistic eense, and the de t armi- 
nation of the scientist to search for the 
natural cause. 
INCOMRErENCY IN LEADERSHIP. 
The recant domestic troubles in one of 
tbe most prominent of the temperance or­ 
ganizations of this coast have made public 
the fact that there is a lack of good leader 
ship in the Order, that speaks of internal 
weakness. For it íb a truth beyond deny­ 
ing, however much we may boast of the 
democratic sentiment pervading cur insti 
tution, that our majorities, our organized 
civilizing and progressive efforts, neod to 
be led. Leaders are necessary, as well as 
the men of the file. Society mutt have its 
rallying standards, and these must be 
borne woithily. Whenever a following be­ 
gins to doubt its leaders, or factions assail 
them, their usefulness is being measured 
by uarrow limits, and their incompetency 
begins to develop, for the competent lead­ 
ers quell risings, cemmand the following, 
and use it to its full capacity. Any energy 
expended in internicine warfare in an 
Order arrayed by its purposes against a 
great evil, is a respite to the enemy, and 
evidences lack of generalship that opposi­ 
tion will surely avail of. 
Incompetency 
of leadership opens the joints of the armor 
and L ti m weapon points that take tbe 
life of organization. 
We cannot but 
regret that this should occur in any so­ 
ciety, the aims and purposes of which are 
for the amelioration of the condition of 
men and the bettering of humanity. But 
the spectacle has been presented, to use a 
vulgarism, of leaders “ wiping the tbor 
with each other,” of factions sworn to 
brotherly and sisterly love “ nagging” at 
each other, of clans aud cliques aud divi. 
8iocs brawling in the Conrts, and of 
standard-bearers laying down the colors to 
wrestle for thistles. Whatever else these 
people, who have the opportunity to do so 
much for men, are proving, they are estab­ 
lishing beyond doubt incapacity for leader­ 
ship.

THE AGRICULTURAL SOCIEIVi OPPOR­ 
TUNITY. 
In the present month, on the delivery to 
the State of the new Kxposition building, 
now being erected in this city, a meeting 
of the State Board of Agriculture will be 
held. It will be an especially important 
meeting, fcr it is probable that the first 
steps will then be taken in preparation for 
the next annual exhibition of the State 
Agricultural Society. There is, however, 
another, and quite as important, subject 
that should be considered—the World’s 
Fair at New Orleans. We maintain that 
none can more appropriately inaugurate 
a movement to secure a superior exhibition 
of California products at that Fair than 
our State Board. It is said that some of 
the Directors and officers are already con­ 
sidering a plan for county exposition 
organizations to promote the exhibition of 
examples of the products and industries of 


every county in the Stats at the next State 
Fair in September, with a view to their 
ultimate transportation to New Orleans, 
where the Exposition opens in December. 
This is a good plan, and if successfully 
carried out will do much to promote desir­ 
able immigration ti this Stats. Last year 
Sonoma connty had at the State Fair an 
exhibit of the prodncts of that agricultural 
and fruit section. It was the object of 
universal attention. It must have occurred 
to every observer that if each of the fifty- 
two counties had made corresponding inde­ 
pendent exhibitions, they would, in 
the aggregate, have constituted the finest 
exhibit ever shown at an annual exposition 
of industry and agriculture. The Sonoma 
exhibit, in connection with others, was 
sent from here to the State Fair of Illinois, 
where it attracted great attention and was 
tbe theme for the broadest compliments to 
California’s soil. It is a prime necessity to 
this State that California should employ 
every agency possible to place at New 
Orleans a large and thoroughly representa­ 
tive exhibit, and since our State Fair pre­ 
cedes the Exposition to be held at the 
South, the necessity for action by the State 
Board of Agricutture is all the more press­ 
ing.

THE COREAN EXHIBITION. 
We should certainly give more attention 
to the request of the Coreans for contribu­ 
tions to their permanent exposition at 
Seoul than it is now receiving. Corea is 
not a large country, but its trade with us 
promises to be very considerable at an 
early day, and to grow into something of 
very much importance. The Corean prop­ 
osition has the ring of the right kind of 
metal in it. They propose to establish a 
museum of the products of foreign indus­ 
tries and foreign growth. They rightly 
conceive that this will be the very best 
method of securing the attention of their 
people to the most improved agricultural, 
mechanical and mining appliances. Corea 
has 12,000,000 people, who have for cen­ 
turies been shut out from the civilized 
world. These bow manifest a remarkably 
strong desire t9 become our friends, to 
adopt our farm machinery, to test our 
uteuBils of trades, of household use, and 
the tools of the mechanic arts. They are 
willing to give us the full advertising ben­ 
efit of the exposition, and permit us to 
placard our goods with price lists and so­ 
licitations. The great Corean fair begins 
in April, and those who purpose beiDg 
contributors must busy themselves at 
once, for the goods first there will be first 
placed on view. There are special reasons 
why California manufacturers should bestir 
themselves to put samples of their goods 
on exhibition at the Corean capital as early 
as may be, for we are nearer to that coun­ 
try than any other section of the United 
States, and should lose no opportunity to 
build up a trade with a people that is anx­ 
ious to deal with us. 


A GOLDEN OPPORTUNITY. 
There should be made iu this State some 
provision for the adult indigent blind. 
Their plea is a pitiful one. They report 
discouragingly concerning recent efforts 
made by them to Becure the aid necessary 
to establish them in a home where they 
could earn their living. At present they 
are, for the most part, driven upon the 
street to beg. Here is a broad field and a 
golden opportunity for a few wealthy men, 
by the endowment of a proper institution, 
to do a world of good, and minister to a 
most unfortunate class of people. Most of 
the “ Homes for the Adult Blind” have 
been made self-suppoitlng, so far as cur­ 
rent expenses are concerned, and it would 
probably prove true in this State. The 
one thiDg needed is the capital in hand to 
found a home and fit it properly for labor 
by the blind, who are poor in worldly 
goods. The recent meetings of the blind 
in San Francisco have received newspaper 
attention, but nothing more, and the few 
who came groping to the call went away as 
hopeless as ever, and resumed their places 
upon the street-corners, begging for a few 
dimes to keep the wolf from the door. 
This should not be. 
This State owes it 
to herself to gather in these people, 
snatch them from mendicancy, remove 
them from the st-eets, aud make it possible 
for them to realize that the bread they eat 
is ni t entirely that of charity. 


RETALIATION. 
The indications are that Congressmen 
are very nearly unanimous in favor of giv­ 
ing to I’resident Arthur the power he asks, 
to enable him to apply to France and Ger­ 
many their own policy regarding exclusion 
of American products. Diplomacy in this 
matter means retaliation, and the sooner 
it is applied the bitter We urged it upon 
the last Congress, and long since declared 
in favor of it, and have at no time found 
any reason for changing our opinion that 
there is no obligation, moral, international 
or of other character, requiring us tj suffer 
commercial assaults such as Germany and 
France now make upon our hog products, 
canned goods, etc. There is but one 
method known of convincing these stub­ 
born people of their error, and that is by 
giving blow for blow. Let us exclude 
their adulterated and falsified wines and 
other products, by which they reap large 
profits, and within three months we shall 
hear of a more liberal policy being adopted 
toward our exports, 


It is reported that one of our Congressmen 
has said, relative to the proposed new Postatfice 
building in San Franciseo, that he can as well get 
$1,000,0*00 from Congress as $750,000; that he finds 
Congressmen of the East have not heretofore under­ 
stood the needs of this coast as they do now. Very 
well; and why cannot $200,000 be secured for a 
Postotfice, Land Office and Revenue Office iu Sacra 
mento? True, the $190,000 now asked by Mr. Glas­ 
cock will secure a good building, but it will not be 
In dimensions or accommodations such a building as 
is here needed. For years our piea has been put in 
by Congressmen, bat lias uuiformlv had the deaf 
ear of Congress. Just now hope is stronger and the 
prospect brighter, hut we confess tliat our expecta­ 
tion is not sanguine We much fear that it will he 
ihe old story repeated.

R. D. Blackmore’s latest novel is entitled 
“ Lorna Doone.” It is a very absorbing ro­ 
mance, and has had a wonderfnl sale, run­ 
ning into the sixth edition. It is a tale of 
the seventeenth century, and full of the in­ 
terest that clings to tronblons times. It is 
probably one of the most successful stories of 
which Blackmore can boast. It is for sale 
by A. L. Bancroft 4 Co., San Francisco, and 
is published by Harper 4 Bros., New York. 
From W. A. 4 C. S. Honghton, Sacra­ 
mento, we have Ella Wheeler's " Poems of 
Passion.' It is from the press of Bslford, 
Clarke 4 Co., Chicago. The author has the 
poetic fire burning Ii> her sonl. These poems 
are not mere rhymes—they speak and reveal 
feeling, and kindle and flame. Not great 
poems by any means, but full of life and 
spirit, breathing earnestness and clothed in 
choice language, and at no time revealing 
an effort of expression. The poems read as 
if born of ep mtaneity—as if indeed tbe chil­ 
dren of passion. We give two examples and 
but one stanza of each : 
On the white throat of useless passion 
That scorched my seal w ith its burning breath, 
I clutched my fingers iu murderous fashion, 
And gathered llitm close on a grip of death ;

The third stanza from “ Delilah " reads : 
She touches my cheek, and I quiver— 
I tremble with exquisite pains ; 
She sighs—like an overcharged river 
My blood rushes on through my veins ; 
She smiles -and in mad-tiger fashion, 
As a she-tiger fondles her own, 
I clasp her with fierceness and passion, 
And kiss her with shudder and groau. 


Oh, ghost of dead sin unrelenting, 
Go back to the dust, and the s-al! 
Too dear and too sweet for repenting, 
Ye stand between me aud my God. 
If I, by the Throne, should behold you. 
Smiling up with those eyes loved so well, 
Close, close in mv arms 1 would fold you, 
Aud drop with you down to sweet hell. 
It is not necessary to speak of the style of 
.Iules Verne. That image native writer needs 
but to be referred to as the author to intro­ 
duce any new work from his pen.

THE WASHINGTON MONUMENT. 
The masons stopped work December 24 lh 
on the Washington monument, leaving the 
shaft for the winter at a hight of 410 feit. 
At this elevation it is the loftiest artificial 
structure on the continent, and, with very 
few exceptions, in the world. It is now 
almost the exact hight of the cathedral at 
Antwerp. It is higher than any specimen 
of Moslem architecture, the highest min­ 
aret, that of the Mosque of Snltan Hassau 
at Cairo, lifting ita highest point only to 
282 feet above the pavement. The highest 
bell tower in the. world, the Campanile of 
St. Marks at Venice, is nearly 100 feet 
lower tiian the present shaft of the monu­ 
ment. Of the tew works of man which 
can still look down on the unfinished trunk 
of the monument are the two tall chim­ 
neys of manufacturing works in Glasgow, 
one 450 and the other 400 feet high ; the 
great pyramid of Cheops, now 450 feet 
high ; St. I’etsr’s at Rome, 355, and the 
Gothic cathedral at Amiens, 422. AH 
these will be in turn surpassed by the mon­ 
ument until it tiwers above all the 
created works of man. 
Its nearest 
neighbor in tbe air will be the main 
tower of the new 1‘niladelphia City 
Hall, which is designed to be 535 feet 
above the pavement, or only 15 ,‘eet lower 
than the monument. The ascent of the 
monument is made in a platform elevator, 
on which the marble blocks are hoisted to 
the summit. The trip is an interesting 
hut not altogether pleasant experience. 
For nine long minutes one is drawn upward 
in the cold, dampi, dark passagp.w.th noth­ 
ing to distract the mind from the moral re­ 
flections which occur to it under such cir­ 
cumstances. Colonel Casey, under whose 
efficient direction the shaft has progressed 
thus far without error or accident, is now- 
preparing his report covering the year’s 
work. At this time he cannot give the re­ 
sult in detail front an engineering stand­ 
point. At the conclusion of work last fall, 
when the monument had risen to a hight of 
340 feet, the total pressure borne by the 
Oed of the foundation v as 74,871 tons, or 
nearly 92 100 of the total pressure to be 
finally placed upon it. The settlement up 
to December, 18S2, was on an average 
about one inch and a quarter for the 
structure.—[Correspondence Inter-Ocean. 


L ad ies’ L ips — “At all gatherings in the 
city tie most startling thing to one of the 
masculine gender,” said a vis tar to St. 
Louis, “ is the appearance of the nether 
lip of the belles of St, Louis. On four out 
of five the indentations of their teeth are 
perceptible, having callous spots not unlike 
those on the hands of those encaged in 
manual labor, and detracting materially 
from the beauty of their face and the flexi­ 
bility of the mouth.”

stamp gold mill on Cottonwood creek, some 
five miles above Piper's ranch, Fish Lake val­ 
ley, Inyo county. 
While doing the assessment work on the 
Eva mine, situated on Aurora hill, E-ine- 
ralds, Nev., developments were made that 
promise exceedingly well. 
The Swansea furnace, in Inyo county, run 
but a short while, the breaking of a pump ne­ 
cessitating i’s stoppage. A success is antici­ 
pated when it gets at work again. 
At th e-E na quicksilver mine there has 
been considerable trouble experienced lately, 
and among other things the pumps necessa­ 
rily remained idle several hours, causing the 
water to flood portions of tbe mine. 
The Calico mir.es send good reports of the 
work being done there. The Bismarck is 
shipping ten tone of ¿100 ore per dav. The 
Humbug has on the dump a lot of $150 ore, 
and the Kearsarge is taking out SiOO ore. 
The Four Hills mine in Plumas county, 
which in a month or two yielded more than 
$100,000, was crossed by a trail which has 
been traveled ever summer since that county 
was inhabited by the white man, and at one 
time a shaft was sunk within a few inches of 
the rich deposit. 
Last Friday at Bodie an Indian exhibited 
a few ounces of gold, but would not tell 
where he got it, only so f ir as to say that he 
had been at work in a placer “ back of the 
hill.” The gold was coarse and smoothly 
washed, and ss near as the Free Press re­ 
porter could comprehend from the aborigine, 
the metal came from the vicinity of Rough 
Creek, 
Articles of incorporation of the Colorado 
Copper Mountain Mining Company were 
filed in the County Clerk’s office. The pur­ 
poses of the company are the buying and 
selling of mices and mining property, min­ 
ing and milling of all kinds of ores and 
metals, erecting, buying, selling and operat­ 
ing quartz mills, copper smelters and other 
machinery and devices for the reduction of 
ores. The principal place of business is Los 
ADgeles. The term for which the corpora­ 
tion is to exist is fifty years.—[Los Angeles 
Herald.

LOOK OUT FOR CESSPOOLS. 
T. M. Clark, in an address before the 
American Institute of Architects, calls 
leaching cesspools the skeleton in the 
closet, so to speak, of nearly all country- 
houses. “ To say nothing of such acci­ 
dents as having horses or sometimes chil­ 
dren break through the rotten covers, or the 
insecure arches, to be pulled out with dif­ 
ficulty, and perhaps not uninjured, the 
leaching cesspool is a source of contamina­ 
tion to both ground around it and the air 
above it. It is very common where such 
reservoirs are placed near houses, to cover 
them with loam and sow grass on them, but 
this only drives gases which come from 
them to seek a roundabout but easy path 
into the atmosphere through the surround­ 
ing soil. There is no difficulty about this 
mode of exit ; we know that wind passes 
freely through a brick wall and that the 
emanations of a cesspool under a house 
meet with little interruption from a layer 
of concrete, and notwitnstanding a certain 
superstition to the contrary, any* person 
with a nose can convince himself in warm 
weather that the stench from a covered 
cesspool is capable of being annoying, if 
not dangerous, to the inmates of all houses 
within a hundred feet radius at least. It 
is curious, also, that the products of the 
putrefaction going on in the cesspool, 
which probably contains some ammonia, 
have a marked influence upon the vegeta­ 
tion growing about it. In one case within 
my knowledge, a cesspool buried deep in 
the ground wa« covered with a flower bed, 
and although the surface of the liquid in it 
was several feet below the ground, the 
flowers bloomed so brilliantly and grew 60 
luxuriantly as to attract constant attention; 
and in another instance, where the cess­ 
pool was nearly as far beneath tbe surface, 
and had a drain of loose stone far below the 
ground, connecting with it as an overflow, 
the site of the cesspool and the course of 
the overflow were marked by an enormous 
growth of grass and weeds. Few persons 
who understand the principles of house, 
drainage can see such sights as these with 
out a conviction that our future progress m 
the art of clean living must be mainly in 
the direction of utilizing our house refuse, 
by completing the cycle of conversion of 
organic wastes into vegetable matter which 
oature has so beneficently provided,—[In­ 
door and Outdoor. 


There is now on exhibition at Oswego, 
N. Y., a singular freak of nature to which 
has been given the name of the “ Bear 
Man.” It possesses some characteristics 
of a human being, but more of the bruin.

GLACIAL PERIOD IS AMERICA. 
In the columns of the Independent for 
March 4. 1SS0, and March 10, 1881, a 
somewhat detailed account was given of 
the investigations of the Rev. G Frederick 
\\ right, of Andover (now Professor in 
Oberlin), relating to the chronology of the 
glacial period. Since that time Mr. W right 
has been busy* collecting further informa­ 
tion bearing upon the subject. Iu connec­ 
tion with Professor Lewis, of Poiladelphia, 
he has accurately traced for the Pennsyl­ 
vania Geological Survey the southern 
boundary of the glacial region across the 
State, and during the year nast, under the 
auspices of the Cleveland Historical Soci­ 
ety, has followed it across Ohio and Ken­ 
tucky to the Indiana line. 
The southern boundary of the glaciated 
area of America crosses the Delaware river 
at Belvidere, a few miles above the mouth 
of the Lehigh river; thence its course is 
through Northampton, Monroe, Luzerne, 
Sullivan. Ly coming, Tioga and Potter coun­ 
ties, in Pennsylvania. It just touches the 
southwest corner of Allegany county. 
New York, and reaches its northern limit 
in Cataraugus county, a few miles north of 
Salamanca. Thence it turns southwest, 
running through Warren, Venango. But­ 
ler, Lawrence and Beaver counties, Penn­ 
sylvania, aud entering Ohio in Columbia 
county, a few miles north of the Ohio river. 
Thence its course leads through Stalk and 
Holmes to Knox county, where it takes a 
sudden turn to the south through Licking, 
Perry, Fairfield, Rose, Highland, Adams, 
Brown and Clermont counties, crossing the 
Ohio river on the line between Campbell 
aud Pendleton counties, Kentucky, and re­ 
crossing t near the southern boundary of 
Dearborn county, Indiana. 
Dawn to this line the whole country is 
covered with unmistakable signs of glacial 
act on. Granite bowlders from the far 
north are numerous, both on the hilltops 
and in the valleys ; stones of various kiuds 
are mingled together in the unetratitied 
clay deposits, and are striated as in the 
ground moraine of Switzerland. South of 
this line these signs disappear. In the 
river valleys water has often transported 
bowlders much further, hut the action of 
watar soon erases the peculiar marks of 
glaciation and leaves only stratified de­ 
posits. 
Tnis boundary line is remarkable, both 
fcr its indifference to latitude and elev». 
tion above the sea. In Monroe county, 
Pennsylvania, it rises 2,000 feet above the 
sea without being much d* fleeted from its 
general course. Iu like manner it descends 
1,500 feet to cross the Susquehanna at 
Beach Haven, and ascends to 2,000 feet 
again in Lycoming county, and continues 
nearly to that elevation until it approaches 
Ohio. Its sudden turn to the soutiwest in 
New York, and to the south in Knox 
county, Ohio, is not due to auy change in 
elevation. 
The highest land in Ohio 
(about 1,900 feet) isin I.\gan county, north 
of the point where the ice is extended 
farthest south. The gradual desceut itta 
the valley of the Mississippi may have had 
something to do w ith the extreme southern 
extension, but the sharpness of the fixtures 
in Cattaraugus county, New York, ami 
Knox county, Onio, show that the southern 
boundary was determined largely by the 
irregularity of the force pushing from 
behind. If, for example, snows had fallen 
in excess over the region of the upper 
lakes so that tbe ice was a thousand feet 
deeper than to the east, the effect would 
be to push a lobe of ice in the line of the 
least resistance to the southward of the 
ordinary boundary. 
¡South of New England, throngh ( ape 
Cod, the Elizabeth Iilands, Long Bland, 
Staten Bland and across New Jersey, the 
southern boundary of the glaciated regions 
is marked by very large accumulations of 
glacial material, forming hills from 50 to 
200 feet in height along the whole line. 
West of this the terminal accumulation is 
not always so marked, but the boundary is 
everywhere sharply defined, and through a 
good portion of the distance the excessive 
marginal accumulation continues. Nits- 
worthy points at which to observe this 
feature are in Pennsylvania, on I’ocono 
Mt., Monroe county ; in the valley of the 
Susquehanna, at Beach Haven ; of fono- 
wango creek, twelve niilee north of War­ 
ren, and near French creek, a few miles 
west of FrankiiD ; aUo in New York, south 
of Randolph, and in Ohio, near Canten, 
Stark county; Thornville, I’erry county, 
and Adelphia, Iioss county. 
The distance to which bowlders found in 
Ohio and Kentucky' have been transported 
u noteworthy. Ohio is covered through­ 
out the larger part of its territory by the 
neariy horizontal strata of carboniferou 
aDd devonian formations. Not only are 
there no native granite rocks within its 
borders, but none 3re to be found in place 
to the north short of the shores of Lake 
Huron. Yet a granite bowlder 18x12x6 
feet in dimensions occurs near Lancaster, 
in Fairfield county, Onio, which must have 
come from northern Canada, 41)0 miles 
away, and conglomerate bowlders contain­ 
ing pebbles of red jasper, characteristics of 
the hills about Lake Superior, are found in 
Baone county, Kentucky. Tnat the ice 
sheet of the glacial period crossed the 
Ohio and entered Kentucky a few miles can 
no longer be questioned. 
* 
* 
* 
The effects of this extension of the ice 
sheets into K: ntucky are very interesting. 
The Ohio river occupies a narrow valley 
about one miie wide and from 300 to 500 
feet deep, cut previous to the glacial period 
through the horizontal strata cf the coal 
measures. Hence the passage of the gla­ 
cial ice across the channel of the river 
must have formed a dam from 500 to l>i)0 
Bet high. This must have raised the wat ?r 
in the upper portion of tbe channel high 
enough to have submerged Pittsburg 250 
or 300 feet di ep and formed a large lake 
covering the junction of the Alleghanv and 
Monongaliala rivers with the Ohio. Very 
likely this may* be the key to unlock the 
mystery of the extraordinary terraces both 
above and below Pittsburg. We shall 
soon know the exact boundary of the gla­ 
ciated area, and be able to study at a great 
number of points the streams which break 
throngh this boundary. 


T alm a and N apoleon.— I once heard 
an old dramatist relate an anecdote, which 
may or may not have found its way into 
print. As long ago as 1788 or I7S9 he was 
walking in the Rue St. Honoré with his 
friend Talma, then at the commencement 
of his career, when a yonng officer in a 
shabby Lieutenant’s uniform met them, and 
said to the actor : “ Remember to-mor­ 
row.” Talma nodded assent and the other 
passed on, “ \\ ho is that?” inquired my 
informant. “ The torment of my life,” 
was the reply, “ A young fellow without 
a sou, who is continually plaguing me for 
tickets of admission to the theater. Not a 
had judge, I must say,” he continued. 
“ Knows all our classics by heart, and 
won t listen to anything but Corneille and 
Racine.” Some twenty years laterthetw o 
friends chanced to meet again in the Place 
du Carrousal, at the very moment when 
Napoleon was starting for his daily ride. 
On seeing Talma be stopped his horse and 
spoke a few words to him. When he had 
left them the tragedian, turning to his com­ 
panion. asked if he recollected the young 
Lieutenant who used foimcr’.y to bother 
him for tickets. On the latter confessing 
that he had quire forgotten the circum­ 
stance, “ Ah,” observed Talma, “ I have 
more reason te> remember him than you 
have. He is Emperor now, and I am still 
a poor devil of an actor ; but you see that 
he has not forgotten me. Only," he added, 
with a smile, “ he has no need to ask me 
for free admission now !”—[ Longman’s 
Magazine.

D ecem ber, from 1876 to 1883, one w ill be aur- 
priaed lo notice the great discrepancy in the 
total velocity of wind. 
D ecem ber, 1SS0, gave 


th e largest, it being 6,453 m iles, while the 
m onth ju st passed only gave 2,845 m iles, or a 
difference of 3,608 nuiles—that is, last m onth 


gave th at much less of w ind than did the 
sam e m onth in 1880. 
A nother singular co­ 
incidence is th at 1880, for Decem ber, gave 
th e greatest rainfall iu the past seven years, 
as w ell as the m ost wind, w hile last m onth 
gave the least am ount of wind and also g iv e 
the least rainfall. 
One m ight thiuk that the 
greater the w ind velocity from the southeast 
th e heavirr the precipitation, which appears 
uatural, for the reason that the faster the 
w ind blows from the southeast it brings the 
m oist air up the valley in such quantities 
th at it com es in contact w ith the m ountain3, 
producing 
heavy precipitation, 
extending 
down som e distance in the valleys below. 
T he average rainfall for D ecem ber for thirty- 
tive years is about four inches greater than 
last m onth. 
D ecem ber, 1873, gave the sam e 
rainfal. 1.44 of an inc h) as did la*t m onth. It

H e said he was no thief, and defied 
any man in Sacram ento, M ilpitas, or in fact 
anyone on the Pacific coast, to swear th at he 
had at any tim e stolen evtn so much as a pin. 
The C ity A ttorn ey asked him how long he 
had been out of the C ounty Jail, when M c­ 
Cool adm itted that he and Brady had been out 
of prison but three hours, when th ey were 
arrested for the stealing of the coat. 
M c­ 
Cool, in his own behalf, asked the privilege 
of m aking a statem ent. 
H e said that Borne 
tim e since he was arrested and convicted on 
the charge of being a healthy beggar. 
H is 
sentence in the chaio-gang for eighty days he 
had worked out honestly, and even adm itted 
that he did not leave the C ounty J a il until 
his term of sentence was com pleted. 
H e 
said he was not guilty, but, all the evidence 
being against him , he asked tne m ercy of the 
Court. 
H e said that while in the city prison 
he had been starved. 
T hey only gave him , 
so he say*, a sm ail piece of bread and tw o 
and a half ounces of m eat a day. 
H e ad­ 
m itted th at he was a large eater, and in ti­ 
m ated to the Judge that, if econom y entered 
at all into his sentences, he would not send a 
gourm and like him self to the county hotel. 
The Judge questioned his statem ent regard­ 
ing the bill ol fare at the station-house, when 
M cCool, w ith much warm th, replied : “ I t is 
a regular starvation place. 
T hey don’t give 
a man enough to feed a chicken, let alone a 
man like uie, who has been convicted on the 
charge of 
being a healthy beggar. 
Oh, 
Judge, 1 would like to have you down in that 
dism al cell and have you partake of one of 
our f-quare meals. 
I could prove to you that 
what I say is go.” 
The Judge replied th a t] 
he preferred taking his me ds at hom e, but 
would give M cCool six ty days and B rady 
thirty. 
T hey thanked the Jud ge and settled 
them selves in the dock. 
E rnest Eldridge, for disturbing the peace, 
was called, but the actions of the defendant 
seem ed to be those of an ÍDsane man and his 
case was continued. 
Jerry Iialey, a man who is in the C ounty 
.Tail most of the tim e, was convicted of as­ 
saulting a gentlem an on the street. 
H e w iil 
be sentenced to-morrow. 
Jam es D uffy, a rather in tell’gent-locking 
young 
m aD , 
and whose language and de­ 
m eanor would indicate th at he had seen 
better days, was uext asked to stand up in 
the dock. 
H e was charged w ith having dis­ 
turbed the peace of one L >uis Strauss,(who, 
he says, keeps a beer-jerker saloon on K 
street. 
The proprietor appeared and claim ed 
that the defendant had threatened to hit him 
w ith a cobble, 
and 
had 
used 
M outside 
lan gu age” 
to him . 
In his own defense, 
D uffy asked Strauss som e questions that 
the latter could not answ er. 
H e ctaimed 
th at Strauss kept a saloon in which women 
were em ployed, ami when he entered the 
saloon he was asked to patronize the bar, 
which he declined, 
tellin g them to wait 
aw hile. 
W hile there a gentlem an fitting 
near him was a«ked by the proprietor to take 
a drink w ith him . 
Three wom en joined in 
the drink, and then the proprietor demanded 
of his guest 50 cents. 
P ointin g bis finger at 
Strauss, he said : “ Y our Honor, th at man is 
the greatest cutthroat unhung.” 
H e said he 
was un til lately a fireman in the U n ited 
States navy, and intim ated th at had he beeH 
treated in the saloon w ith decent propriety 
no trouble would have ensued. 
A fter hear­ 
ing the testim ony of the arresting officer the 
Judge fined him §25. 
C harley Ross, a street begger, was sent to 
the C ounty J a il for tw en ty days. 
H . Roes, a Granger, who drank w isely, but 
too much, was fined §5. 
The Granger para­ 
lyzed the Court w ith a $1,000 greenback, and 
every officer lifted his hat as he w alked out. 
H e said he had put up at hotels where they 
charged more for poorer accom m odations. 
The case of burglary (?) against John 
O ’N eill was dism issed, because, so it is as­ 
serted, the man who swore to the com plaint 
charg£*d him w ith having com m itted “ burg- 
laarry !” 
Frank Schum acker appeared to answer to 
a charge of petty larceny. 
H e indignantly 
denied ever stealing anything, and .«.wore that 
he would not even injure his father’s cherry- 
tree w ith a little hatchet, if he had one.

Strachan, tw o indi­ 
viduals convicted of keeping film y anti dis­ 
ease-breeding prem ises, cam e up f;.r sentence, 
but the Court evidently, after having had to 
deal w ith such a tough calendar, was afraid 
to sentence them , and postponed the 8am3 
un til the 11th. 
The defendants, from the

pleased w ith the postponem ent. 
T he case < f the day, however, and the one 
that attracted the m ajority of tne spectators, 
and the one tor which a jury had been sum ­ 
moned, was that of A .

Full dress for ladies this season will 
msan very little dress about the neck and 
shoulders, which is good for pneumonia. 
Sleeves of costumes of ceremony are 
made tight, but with puffs or epaulette 
appendages in the armholes or on the 
shoulders. 
Bouquets of one-color roses, tied loosely 
with a broad satin ribbon and fastened on 
the left side of the belt, are fashionable for 
evening wear. 
It may be mean to give away secrets and 
tricks of the trade, but the Newmarket and 
coachmen’e coats worn by the ladies are 
padded on the hips and elsewhere. 
The traveling dress of a bride, to be in 
t le approved style, should be of cloth and 
tiilor made, with a Newmarket coat or 
English walking jacket accompanying it. 
For children’s cloaks plain velvet is the 
favorite material. 
They are prettily 
trimmed, either with the heavy chemlte 
trimming, gray krimmer or silver fox fur. 
Flush boxes that serve as work and jaw- 
elry boxes have handsomely decorated cov­ 
ers. One of these on exhibition has a 
beautiful oil-paiuting in the cover repre­ 
senting Queen Elizabeth at court. 
A t several of the recent brilliant wed­ 
dings choirs of boys have sung some ap­ 
propriate hymn as the bridal party entered. 
The eft. ct was exceedingly good, being a 
novel departure from the usual routine. 
The newest sealskin wrap is a short 
visite with high shoulders and long tab 
fronts, but very short in the back. The 
trimmings, im tjad of being a band of fur 
from some other animal, is a ball fringe, 
with the balls covered with sealskin. 
Rich brocades with patterns of many- 
tinted flowers in wreaths aud sprays that 
copy natuie literally in size and color are 
on grounds of colored satin. Birds and 
butterflies, shrimps and many less agree­ 
able objects, as well as many fruit desigus, 
are employed for such rich materials as em­ 
bossed velvet and elegant brocaded satins. 
The pelisse is still the most generally ac­ 
cepted form for long cloaks. It is, how­ 
ever, slightly changed this sea3cn, by being 
loose in front and tight-fltting at the back, 
with ample fullness to allow room for the 
dress skirt beneath. Figured cloth with 
Egyptian and Indian designs are used in 
odd colors of blue and brown, with shaded 
plush or silk linings. 
A tea-gown forms an important part of a 
bridal trousseau as 
morning wrappers 
formerly did. For blondes they are made 
with a long overdress of pale bluesiciliente 
and a short skirt covered with Venetian 
embroidery. For brunettes they are of 
vicux rouge surah, trimmed with a blouse 
vest and creamy lace in the Fedora fashions 
of Sarah Bernhardt’s play. 
Warm cloths in heather-gray mixtures 
are fashionable for morning costumes for 
streets, as they are also quite suitable for 
mantles and jackets. Fancy cloths show 
close and intricate blending of colors which 
make them dull and harmonious in t >ne, 
and therefore suitable for the street. Fur 
plastrons and borders with some bronze, 
gilt or silver braid are the trimmings. 
The smallest children wear broad- 
brimmed hats, which form a most becom­ 
ing frame on the face. They are made of 
very soft and tine felt and are handsomely 
trimmed with velvet bands and plumes. 
Dark colors are the fashion in these hats— 
pre-eminently dull red, blue and brown ; 
and with these should be worn a cioth or 
plush coat of the same color long enough 
to hide the dress beneath it. 
Something quite new in floral garniture 
•s the waistcoat of white violets worn 
underneath coats of tinted satin or small- 
patterned damask brocade, of pale maure, 
cameo pink, or pale blue. Another nov­ 
elty is a feather waistcoat made entirely of 
small marabout plumes powdered with 
gold or Bilver. These are extremely pretty. 
There is also toe Sabran jilct, a scintilla­ 
tion of beads with velvet coat attached 
that can bo worn over auy skirt and that is 
especially lovely over dresses of light tulle, 
ludia muslin, embroidered grenadine, or 
over tunic aud underdress made wholly of 
lace plaitings. 
Young girls in society when in full dress 
are wearing the hair arranged in live or 
six heavy curls in the back, confined low 
in the neck by a sparkling ornament of 
some description, a saber, with a hilt of 
mock diamonds of Rhine stones and pearls, 
being very popular. 
The hair waves over 
the entire crown of the head, and is ar 
ranged in a fluffy, careless fashion over the 
forehead. No other ornament is worn 
when this style is adopted, except the 
glittering saber. Many young ladies wear 
the curls iu the back, and have all the 
rest of the hair cropped close, and laid in 
loose airy rings over the head. 
This winter muffs are small and always 
correspond to the garment or fur trimming 
used to complete the rest of the costume. 
Seal, natural or dyed beaver, and black or 
grey fox are the most used, and are more 
’ ashionably employed than those that are 
made to match suits. A cloth suit trimmed 
with fur and muff to match is an economy 
that is only an economy when home made 
and that does not pay for specializing at 
the hands of a high-priced modiste ; but 
such a Bint is always lidy-like, whether 
fashionable not. The fancy muffs, too, 
have 1 argely disappeared, proving how lit­ 
tle hold a mere folly can ever obtain 
even upon the minds of the foolish—who, 
fortunately for the world at large, can 
never get a firm grip upon anything, for if 
they did or could they Would cease t > rep­ 
resent folly, and folly itself would cease to 
exist, which would be a pity, sines it woul 1 
deprive the wise of their occupation of rail­ 
ing at them. 
Flain black velvet palit its, trimmed 
with bear-shins, ars among the forthcom­ 
ing novelties for wint ;r out door wear, but 
celvt ¡ ami silk brocades, lined w it i mauve, 
cardinal or seal brown, are also very pop 
ular. For dressy occasions, Ottoman si.ks 
with raised colored flowers of immense 
si/s, or sometimes tne ground is gayly-col- 
ored and the raised designs in velvet or 
silk are n« ntral or very dark. 
Ladies 
who have handsome 1’aisley or Indian 
shawls in their wardrobes cannot do 
better than to turn them 1 1 account by 
cut: ing them inti long semi-titting cloaks, 
bordering t ie edges with bands of fur 
or Z.blinette. Very many such wraps 
may now be seen in any assemblage of 
well-dressed people. Fur is much used for 
various trimmings this winttr, and when 
net too heavy ami wide, it is very effect ve, 
if not quits appropriate always. Eoglis i 
eirla are wearing Beau Brummel long coats, 
Newmarkets and surtouti mode of dark 
red t 'armelite cloth.

How to Serve Potatoes —It is the 
usual practice ta serve pctitoes in a porce­ 
lain diBh with a close-fitting cover. In ten 
minutes the best potatoes, however care­ 
fully cooked, are thus utterly destroyed. 
A culinary authority recommends that 
they should be placed in a wooden dish, 
or served in a porcelain dish, with towel* 
above and below to absorb the moisture. 
P in e a pple P cd d in c.—Beat four spoon­ 
fuls of flour with a pint of cream ; boil till 
thick, stirring all the time, when cool, 
beat the yoiks of six eggs with two ounces 
of butter and two ounces of sugar; have 
ready the whites of four eggs beaten to a 
stiff froth and stir them in bghtly, and last 
add two tablespoonfuls of fresh or canned 
pineapples, cut into small squares, bake in 
a pudding dish ; serve not, with any sauce 
to suit the taste. 
P o rtieres.— These for china closets are 
very ornamental. Anovel style, and one th at 
is comj aritively inexpensive, can be made 
of a worn bedspread. Dip it into water 
colored with cuffee, border the epread with 
a strip of Turkish red, then cut out of cre­ 
tonne cleta blossoms of gay colors with 
their foliage ; place these f jr an inner bor­ 
der ; buttonhole these appliqued pieces 
with embroidery silk-work, working the 
slender stems. ILng this curtain on a 
pole, using brass rings. 
R ules of H ea lth. —Here are the rul-*s 
laid down by the Baron de Lesseps for the 
physical culture of bis ten thriving chil­ 
dren : "L ittle m eat; less clothing; un­ 
limit .-d exercise ; food to be gi-en in the 
hard whenever it is asked for, but only 
tw ce a day it table. A child who plays 
while eating merely eats to appease Hun­ 
ger, and does not run into gluttony. A 
child who is only allowed to eat at fixed 
hours and at table meals is sure to gorge 
itself and take more than it requires.” 
Coffee B avarian Cream —One cupful 
of strong cuffee, one pint of cream, half a 
package of gelatine, one cupful of sugar, 
one-third of a cupful of cold water. Soak 
the gelatine two hours in cold water. Pour 
on this the ccffee, boiling hut, and when 
th egilitin e is dissolved, add the sngar. 
Strain into a tin barin. which put in a pan 
of ice water. B at with a whisk uut.l it 
begins to thicken ; then add the cream 
which has been whipped to a froth. W hen 
thoroughly mixed, turn into a mold and set 
away to harden. Serve with sugar and 
cream.—[New York Tribune. 
Cocoanut T arts.—Oocoanut taits are 
a pleasing addition to the plain dinner for 
a family w here there are children. Line 
small tins with nice light crnst and fill 
with this mixture ; Dissolve a quarter of a 
pound of sugar in a little water, add as 
much grated cocoanut as you can stir in 
and have well mixed with the sugar. Let 
thiB simmer slowly for a few minutes, then 
when it cools add t ie yolks of two eggs. 
Fill the tins and bake for ten minutes in a 
quick oven. Cover the top with a mer­ 
ingue made of the whites of the eggs and 
two tablespoonfuls of powdered sugar. 
Brown in the oven. If you do not care to 
take quits so much trouble, put the whites 
and yolk3 both in with the cocoanut and 
Eugar. 
D ecoration,— A very pretty decoration 
can be made by scooping out the iuside of 
a sweet potato, leaving a wall of moderate 
thickness ; suspend it by cords passing 
through holes bored in the nieles, and fill 
with water. In a short time sprays will 
sprout forth and completely cover with 
dainty green tendrils this rather homely 
I vegetable basket. Grass growing in pine 
| cones that have been sprinkled with soil 
give a cheerful look to a room in winter. 
Parlor ivy is a very desrable climber for 
indoors ; place in a small pot a few sprays 
of this plant, and set the pot in a wooden 
or metallic bracket, fastened by the side of 
a window or near a pedestal ; the ivy wiil, 
before midwinter, present a luxurious 
growth.—[American Queen. 
Som ething N ew .—The most fashion- 
a! lc pincushions at the present time are 
either plain or embroidered satin, bordered j 
with cord. Velvet is also employed, em- ' 
broidered in silks and goid.and edgsd with 
ribbon ruched and lace ; sometimes these 
ril Ions are qui tid aüd t len bordered with 
a ruche. A pretty one is made of gold- 
colored satin, with thrte rows of Valen­ 
ciennes lice insertion let in, and a gather­ 
ing of the same lace beyond. Another in 
cream satin has an oriental design of men 
and hoises outlined in gold silk. Some 
square-shaped box pincushions have a puff 
of satin vary full around the sides, then a 
pulling covering the top, and on this a 
square of embroidered muslin, edged with 
lace, arranged cornrrwise. 
Squares of 
Guipure d art are also employed, with a 
ruche of ribbon round them, one of lace 
aud another of rib’o >n again. The flat 
strawberry baskets, covered with satin and 
stuffed in the center, with pockets around 
for needles and thread, are very useful.

The South Kensington Mnseum has 
opened a Turkish room near the Damascus 
room. 
The Citizens’ statue to Garfield at Cin­ 
cinnati has been awarded to the sculptor 
Nichans. 
A statue of Columbas for the Place de 
Government Domingo has been ordered 
from the French sculptor Guilbert. 
The Morton statue at Indianapolis, by 
Simmons, has arrived from Rome, where it 
was cast, and the pedestal is being fin­ 
ished. At last accounts the fund lacked 
61,500. 
The Duke of Buccleuch has been care­ 
fully restoring Melrose Abbey. Tne nave, 
aisles, transepts and choir have been over­ 
hauled and the stone-roof of the nave re­ 
paired. 
The Louvr9 has acquired a number of 
figurines found at My tina, which are like 
imitations of the Tanagra statuettes. There 
is a large one of a dancer, ami another, 
also large, of a nude Venus with a vase 
bs.ide her. 
Indianapolis rejoices in a Chinese land­ 
scape paintiDg of the “ Happy Valley,” 
a place ten miles from Hongkong, where 
they have a race course and cemetery in 
happy proximity, both for the use of the 
“ foreign devils.” 
None of the paint:ngs which competed 
in Philadelphia for the Temple prizes for 
historical pictures took the upper awards. 
Trego’s "M arch to Valley Forge,” re­ 
ceived the silver medal, and the grand 
prize 611,000 were net awarded. 
Bsrlin has three of the four known coins 
struck by Varus, the Roman General, 
whose defeat at the hands of the Germans 
forms one of the national springs of po­ 
etry. The last discovered was struck at 
Syria aud the maker of the die mispelled 
the name. 
The Italian Government will buy for 
5,0001. the archives of the Palla-Strczzi 
lamily of Florence. Tney comprise more 
than 500 parchments of the thirteenth to 
the sixteeLth centuries, mostly Papal bulls 
and briefs, besides 30 eeries of papers re­ 
lating to embassies from Spain. 
An effort will be made this winter to in­ 
duce Congress to found at Washington a 
national gallery for the exhibition of 
works of art from all parts of tie United 
States. This would b a nice field for jubs. 
W hy not make the barbirians who raised 
the tariff on works of art the officers of 
9uch an institution. 
A church at Wilford, in Hertfordshire, 
has in the roof of the chancel ninety-six 
panels filled with separate emblematic de­ 
signs, on the Hat portion of the roof six 
panels filled with highly finished pictures, 
and over the choir seats the symbols of the 
twelve Apostles. The paintinus are recent 
work by a Miss Hadsley Gosselin. 
The latest works of Mrs. Phinney, the 
sculptress, who died recently at Naples, 
were portraits in relief of the late Gov. 
Denison, of Ohio (bronzs), and of Colonel 
I. M Potter, of Providence ; a bust of 
Garfield and a marble Cupid sharpening 
his arrow. 
She also competed for the 
Morton ttatue of Indianapolis, awarded to 
Franklin Simmons. 
One of W. M. Hunt’s unfinished pictures 
has been serving as a " collateral” on a 
loan from a Bjston bank. A frame dealer 
sold it as security for a bill for picture 
frames ordered by the artist ; a Hebrew 
financier bought it for 6900, and adding 
four other pictures which he had bought at 
650 apiece, gave the five to the Pacific 
Bank as security for 61,100 borrowed. 
Whereupon the bank broke and the five 
were sold at public auction for -f.’lOO. 
A friend of the late artist writes to the 
papers : As Mr. Bellow’s paintings are of 
the most refined quality, so were the char­ 
acteristics of the man. In this respect I 
never saw his equal, it impressed itself 
at once on all who met him. In health he 
was of fine figure and handsome face, gen­ 
tle manners, but by no means effeminate. 
He was free and outspoken in his opin­ 
ions, and showed in his sickness tue great­ 
est patience and highest courage, dying 
without having, through two years of pain­ 
ful sickness, uttered a single murmur or 
complaint at his hard lot. 
W illiam Morris, of London, the poet 
and decorater, having delivered certain 
lectures lull of extreme statements in favor 
socialism, has suffered greatly from the 
cruel logic of some of his compatriots. It 
aopears that he is a capitalist aud employer 
of labor on a large scale. W hen asKed to 
prove the genuineness of his tneorius by 
dividing his large fortune among his work- 
mtn he answers that tor him to do so alone 
would be of no avail. 
Tha answer to 
which is that every cause niust have its 
martyrs before it can prevail, and that he 
now has an opportunity by practicing what 
he preaches to inauguiate - ie millennium.

Speech-RE. iiitijiNG In ven tion ,—One of 
the most int 'resting exhibits »t the Vienna 
Electrical Exhibition is Gentilii’s giasso- 
graph, a little instrument by which speech 
is automatically reproduced as soon as 
uttered. A small apparatus is placed in 
the month of the speaker—in contact with 
the roof of his mouth, his tnniue and lips 
—aud oil being connected with an electro­ 
magnetic registering apparatus the Bounds 
are committed to paper. It is constructed 
in such a manner as not to cause any in­ 
convenience to the speaker; neither is it 
uecessary that the voice should be raised, 
as it reproduces a whisper as exactly as a 
shout; the only condition is a correct aud 
distinct articuiat on. According to the in­ 
ventor’s calculation, it will be possible to 
write four or five times as fatt by means of 
the glassogiaph as has hitiierto been possi 
ble even by the quickest writer. The cbtef 
obstacle to t ie ir t-ndnetton of the glasso- 
graph, says the Pull M ull Uaztlte, will be 
the difficulty in deciphering the characters, 
but it is nut impossible that, with the help 
of a second automatic apparatus, the char­ 
acters produced by the glassograph may be 
translated into our common type writing. 
Tr.c orthography would doubtless appear 
strange, but in theBe days of phonetic spell­ 
ing this might not long be a hindrance.
